the causa of humanity, they have as- 
sumed the position of moderator and 
are sending out circulars to the minis- 
ters of the various 
denominations. 


One of these came to Father Lambert, 
of the Freeman's Journal 
He replies 


as follows: 


We have received a circular from the 


McKiuley and Hobart Bnsinesa Men's 
national campaign committee of Phil- 
adelphia. It is an address to Catholic 
priests, instructing them as to the 
moral side of the present political cam- 
paign. 


The new zeal of these business men 


in the interests of good morals is as 
gratifying as it is encouraging and un- 
expected. 
The implication, however, 


that the parties addressed need instruc- 
tion in the principles of morality, and 
;bat the'McKinley and Hobart Business 
Hen's National campaign committee 
of Philadelphia is competent to give it, 
shows that said committee has 
as 


erroneous an idea of the Catholic clergy 
as it has of its own ability. 


But, cosidering the committee's dis- 


interested zeal, and overlooking the 
nasty impertinence of its circular, we 
propose to make some remarks on the 
outgivings of this new oracle of moral 
ity and fountain of theological in- 
formation 
The- circular introduces the 


subject thus: 


Reverend and Dear Sir:—We are 


well aware that the dignity of your 
sacred office forbids the exercise of 
your influence in any plolitical matter 
involving mere questions of executive 
or legislative policy, nevertheless, • we 
are fully persuaded that the questions 
before the country in the pending Pres- 
idential campaign are of an especially 
serious character, because they involve 
fundamental moral issues" 


There is little or no legislation that 


does not affect the equities in one way 
or another, and, consequently, involve 
moral issues, and where these moral 
issues are found the clergyman can dis- 
itiss them without losing his dignity, 
providing he observes the proper time, 
place and manner. 
We put in this 


caveat in view of the way some minis- 
ters are making exhibitions of them- 
selves in their pulpits in New York 
Oity of late. It is possible that these 
reverend political orators are acting 
on a spur received from the Philadel- 
phia oracle of theological information. 
And did its blooming success in that 
direction inspire the letter of instruc- 
tions to the Catholic clergy? 


We believe with the committee that 


the questions before the country in the 
pending campaign are of an especially 
serious character, involving, as they 
do, not only fundamental moral issues, 
but the liberty and welfare of the 
American people 
as well. 
Voters 


should therefore 
make 
themselves 


thoroughly acquainted with those issues 
and common interests, and vote intel- 
ligently and conscientiously, in view 
of their vast importance. 
The com- 


mittee's letter of instruction continues: 


"At decision in the selection of a 


President that will commit the execu- 
tive to a policy that iu its application 
will forcibly compromise private finan- 
cial obligations and will repudiate a 
portion of national debts will be a vio- 
lation of the basic Christian principle 
that commands honesty between man 
and man. 
Such a decision we believe 


would bo thoroughly. immoral, and 
would precipitate an ethical and ma- 
terial calamtiy of incalculable magni- 
tude." 
Here the committee on morals is too 


indefinite. 
It does not state the elec- 


tion of which candidate would bring 
abont the dire results it portrays. If 
it refers to the election of the Republi- 
can candidate, we have no intention of 
disputing its position, for we believe 
that i,u the event of his election the 
same evils that havo aroused the people 
to white heat of indignation and pro- 
test will continue and increase during 
the next four years. 
While we have 


high respect for the Republican candi- 
date personally, the platform on which 
he stands puts it ont of his power to 
supply a remedy. But if the committee 
refers to the election of the Democratic 
candidate, we take issue with it, and 
deny that his election would compro- 
mise any honest private financial obli- 
gations or affect any right of creditors; 
deny that it will repudiate the na- 
tional debt, or violate the basic Christ- 
ian principle that commands honesty 
between man and man. The Demo- 
cratic policy, as formulated in the Chi- 
cago platform, will deprive the cred- 
itor of an unjust advantage which was 
given to him fay the crime of '73; an 
advantage that enables him to filch 


from the debtor a value greater than 
that set down in the contract or mort- 
gage. No one will pretend that this 
advantage is a right, or that it should 
continue, to the detriment of one of the 
contracting parties; and no obligation 
of Christian morals requires its contin- 
najjce. 
On the 
contrary, 
Ohistian 


morality, eternal justice and equity 
demand imperatively its discontinu- 
ance, and that the debtor be no longer 
uujuslty bled to exhaustion under the 
forms of law. 


The United States government will 


pay every penny it owes, according to 
contract, and in the coin of the con- 
tract. All this talk of repudiation is 
hypocritical rot; hypocritical because 
not inspired by the alleged motive or 
national integrity but by the bond- 
holders' insatiable greed of. gain, and 
their desire to .perpetuate their unjust 
practices. >The basic Christian princi- 
ple of honesty demands that in defend- 
ing rights the government should not 
overlook those of the debtor; it should 
look with even eye on both creditor 
and debtor. 
It should unmake the 


crime of '73, which has doubled the 
burden of the debtor and double the 
value of the creditor's bond and mort- 
gage. There is indeed a great and 
fundamental moral issue here. 


The committee on morals thinks it 


immoral to increase the national stock 
of money; because by doing so we 
lessen the value of bonds, mortgages 
and gold. If ife be correct in this view, i 
it is equally immoral for farmers to 
raise wheat, for, by doing so, they 
lessen the value of the old stock of j 
wheat in the hands of the merchant;! 
eqully immoral to dig gold out of the 
mines, for every increase in the quant- 
ity of metal decreases the value of the 
stock on hand; equally immoral to 
invent a labor-saving machine, for it 
lessens the value of labor; equally 
immoral not to drink whisky, because ( 
by abstaining yon lessen the profits of 
the distiller; equally immoral to use 
electricity as a motive power, for it 
lessens the value of horses. But why 
follow further the corollaries of the 
Philadelphia moralists' idea of what is 
immoral? We have gone far enough to 
show that it would lead to a general 
breakdown of society or indiscriminate 
lunacy. 


In concluding this point, we would 


ask the committee this question: Does 
morality exact that a doctor must pay 
a 200-ceut dollar when he contracted 
to pay only a 100-ceut dollar? That is 
what payment of debt or bond means 
on the present gold basis. 
We hold 


that such an exaction is contrary to 
sound morals. 
To refuse to pay this 


double dollar where but a single one 
was promised is what the committee 
calls "repudiation." To refuse to sub-

Men who permit their partisan pas- 


sions and interests' to so blind and 
paralyze their ethical faculty 
and 


moral perceptions should not assume 
the role of moral teachers. 


The committee may retort by ask- 


ing : Is it moral to compel the creditor 
to accept a 50-cent dollar when you 
promised to pay him a 100-cent dollar. 
No, it is not, and no one proposes to 
do it. 
The 50-cent dollar is a. creation 


of the crime of "78. Undo that iniquity 
and the silver, dollar will return to the 
place it held before it was struck down 
at the behest of the bondholders and 
other money speculators. The com- 
mittee cannot deny the fact that just 
prior to the crime of '78 the silver dol- 
lar was worth more than the gold dol- 
lar. It was at a premium of 8 per cent. 
The whole contention of the silver ad- 
vocates is that the 50-ceiit 
dollar 


should be annihilated by a return to 
the law of bimetallism that prevailed 
in this country from 1792 to 1873. 
Under the law of free coinage of both 
metals there would be neither a 200- 
cent dollar nor a 50-cent dollar. 
The 


two metals would readjust themselves 
to that relation they held to each other 
for eighty years of our national life 
and for three hundred years before the 
republic came into existence. 


The silver advocates insist on the 


aboliton of the law that produced the 
disparity, and for this they are told by 
the self-constituted oracle of moralit 
in Philadelphia that they threaten tc 
subvert the foundations of morals 
Does tbe oracle imagine that any bn 
idiots and imbeciles can be misled by 
such theological rubbish? Will it pre 
tend that the government had not th 
same right to increase its volume o 
currency that it had to diminish it 
Must the volume of money never be in 
creased, lest the increase might dimin 
ish the value of the money already ex- 
isting? Will the oracle take that posi- 
tion? If so, we must stop the coinage 
of both gold and silver. 


Having settled the basic principle of 


morals to its own satisfaction, the com- 
mittee proceeds to give a lesson on 
patriotism, thus: 


"We are also of opinion that the at- 


tack now being made upon the regular- 
ity of the national government 
is 


pernicious and dangerous to an ex- 
treme degree, for it contains rebellion 
against those safeguards of law upon 
which society, the individual of the 
several states and the nation much de- 
pend for security and protection. 
If 


successful the vital principles of our 
government will be undermined." 


Who is attacking the regularity of 


the national government? The Chi- 
cago platform insists on the national 
government keeping strictly -within 
constitutional 
limits. Our liberties 


depend on this strict observance, anc 
any one who, under any pretext, dis 
regards those limits is a traitor to his 
country. 
The danger to our politica 


institutions comes not from below bn 
from above. 
If the President can, in 


disregard of constitutional limitations 
make himself the sole and irrespcnsibli 
judge of when he may interfere in th 
affairs of a state he is no longer a Pres 
iclent but a Caesar or a Czar; no longer 


the servant or official of the people, 
but their master. To resist this dan- 
gerous tendency of the national execu- 
tive, and to insist on the observance of 
the requirements of the constitution, 
the theological committee calls an at- 
tack on the regularity of the national 
government and rebellion against the 
safeguards of the law. 
This is to say, 


insistance on the observance of the 
fundamental law is rebellion against 
the safeguards of law! This part of 
the circular should have been addressed 
to the syndicate, trusts and corpora- 
tions that have been riding rough-shod 
over the laws and corrupting legisla- 
tures, both national and state. 


The committee's admonitions have 
een delayed too long, and when they 
ame they were sent to the wrong ad- 
ress. — The New York Freeman's 
ournal.

Tbo free silver people of the Scioto 


valley held two rousing meetings yes- 
terday —at Lucasville iu the afternoon 
itud at Dry Ruii iu the evening. 
The 


Lncasville meeting was considered bv 
many who wore iu attendance to be the 
largest political meeting held by either 
party outside of Portsmouth during the 
present campaign. Every body living 
in the vicinity of Lucasville seemed to 
have turned out to the meeting and the 
streets of that thriving little village 
were thronged with visitors all day 
long. 
It was a great crowd, and an 


enthusiastic crowd, aud 
completely 


eclipsed the Republican meeting ad- 
dressed by Kyan, Talydr and Kiuriey a 
few days ago at the same place. 


A big paavdo, over a mile long, was 


held at half-past one o'clock. It was 
headed by the River Oity band of this 
city, while about half way down the 
line the West Side free silver band was 
in evidence. • A largo number of per- 
sons on horseback and in wagons were 
in the parade, in addition to marchers. 
One feature which aronsed great en- 
thusiasm all along the line of march 
was sixteen white horses and one sorry- 
looking yellow horse, representing 16 to 
1. This turn-out was cheered contin- 
uously. The parade was a great suc- 
cess. 


The crowd was called to order im- 


mediately after the parade and Chair- 
man O. M. Coburu, of the Democratic 
central committee, introduced as chair- 
man. 
Mr. Ooburn introduced Judge 


Vaumeter, of Chillicothe, in a few 
words. Mr. Vanmeter is one of the 
best known business men and farmers 
in the Scioto valley. He lives on a 
fine farm a few miles out of Chillicothe 
and is very wealthy. 
He is not afraid 


of free silver ruining him, and he told 
the crowd why, at Lucasville yesterday 
afternoon, iu a masterly speech. Judge 
Vanmeter has made a thorough study 
of the financial question, and few men 
re better fitted to discuss it than he. 
At the close of his address Hon. J. 
STelson Lewis, of Michigan, spoke for a 
hort time and electrified the crowd 
with his eloquence.
